East Haddam Church. 

[The following communication from the author 
of the history of the Baptist church in East Had- 
dam, appears to be necessary in order to render the 
history complete. We think the omission was 
made by the author; but the mistake might possi- 
bly have been ours.] 


I notice that either you or myself have made an 
omission in the sketch which you have published 
for me, and as it has reference to the last change 
of the name of the church and also their change of 
location, I deem it important that it should be cor- 
rected. I will therefore send you a few lines which 
you may insert if you have not the original. The 
following should have been between the second 

third nuinbers of the paper. 

For some time previous to 1844, it had been felt 
that it was important for even the existence of the 
church, much more for its prosperity, as well as for 
the good of corgmunity, that the church should 
abandon their meeting-house in Millington, and 
erect one in this village. In the year above nam- 
ed, the effort was made to accomplish the object. 
At a meeting held on the 7th of Feb. 1844, of which 
Nev. N. Wildman was moderator, and C. W. Pot- 
ter clerk, the following resolution was discussed 
and unanimously adopted, viz: “Is it best that the

We have been interested in the memoir of this 
missionary from our youth, and often after hearing 
of her trials, have we hurried from the fire-sice to 
the monthly concert. We present it now to our 
readers not as a new history, but for the purpose 
of directing the attention, particularly to the young, 
to the cause of missions. 

Mrs. Newell, the daughter of Moses Atwood, cf 
Baverhill, Me., was born Oct. 10, 1793. Her child- 
ish innocency enlivened the family circle, and the 
emile playing upon her cheek gave evidence of her 
joy and peace. As her mind began to expand, and 
acquire a taste for literary employment, her corn- 
panions for hours together, were books ; and though 
these were of a character tending little to the at- 
tainment of piety, yet they were such as are well 
calculated to arouse a system of inquiry and en- 
large the perceptive qualities of the mind. 

In her thirteeath year she became connected 
with the Academy at Bradford—a plece with which 
are associated names dear to the church of God-— 
Mre. Newell and Mrs. Judson. They drank from 
the sime fountain of intellectual knowledge,—they 
met together at the same house of prayer,—they 
learned together to lisp the Saviour’s love,—they 
joined together to pledge their lives and hearts for 
Christ. The same vessel carried them from their 
-native land, and together they landed on heathen 
soil. They parted in persecution, but in peace 
they have met again, though the one sleeps inthe 
grave washed by the ocean's wave, and the other 
beneath the Hopia tree, on the banks of the Selwyn. 

While at Bradford Mrs. Newell was led to the 
Lamb of God. The Spirit had fallen upon the 
school, and the anxious cry of many hearts was, 

“What shall I do to be saved.” Oftentimes before 
this, had a sense of sin troubled her conscience, 
bat until now she ha wever been able to humble 
‘herself before the throne of grace. After strug- 
giing three months with her carnal heart, she found 
repose in the hope of pardon and mercy through

2. It tends to “swift destruchon.” The case of 
Annanius is a striking illustration of the Apostle’s 
prophecy.

Eternity 
is the scene of final retribution; though men often 
‘Xperience the judgments of God on earth, in his 
gatural government, but not the whole of their de- 
struction, When Christ shall appear in judgment 
as he against whom his enemies have set them- 
selves, then shall they receive from him his just in- 
dignation to their swift and eternal ruin. 
3. It promotes “ pernicious ways.” The sacred 
penman says of the advocates of this anti-christ,— 
“Many shall follew their pernicious ways.” Alas! 
too many of the early christians followed the per- 
nicious weys of the Gnostics, the Ebionites and the 
Arians, and others who fleurished in the first ages 
of the church, and too many are new indulging the 
same sentiments and practices associated with an- 
tichrist. Notwithstending their ways are too des- 
tructive and too dishonorable to Christ to bear the 
Christian name or to be patronized by any intelli- 
gent community, yet it is a lamentable fact that in 
all ages of the world and of the church, ro error 
has existed without its numerous advocates and 
friends. The success of Arius is astonishing to us 
in this enlightened age of the christian church.—- 
ral nations, dividing warm friends, and causing 
commotion in the churches.

ny the divine existence wholly, it is two-thirds of 
Atheism to deny two persons of the Godhead, when 
three comprise the being of God. Hence they may 
more easily become Atheists than true believers in 
Christ. They apply the same reasoning to disprove 
the Trinity or the divinity of Christ that Atheists 
do in arguing against the Being of God. Should 
it then be surprising if they were to take a final 
leap into the vortex of Atheism? Is it not reason- 
able to suppose that all who are taught of them will 
become as hopeless as themselves? The manner 
in which such ‘persons assail the divinity of Christ, 
and the passages of scripture which confirm it, is 
most ridiculous, and is well calculated to p!ease 
the profane and the unbeliever, amd thus render 
them firmer in their iniquity, and increasingly scep- 
tical. It is a well known fact that a denial of the 
divinity of Christ promotes sceptical views of the 
tnost important doctrines and precepts of the gos- 
pel. Does not anti-christ, as we have viewed it, 
reject the doctrine of the vicarious atonement of 
Christ? Does it not also deny the work of the Ho- 
ly Spirit in regeneration? Does it not exclude the 
idea of repentance towards God, and faith in our 
Lord Jesus Christ in order to salvation? Does it 
not question a future retribution? In a word, does 
it not seek to undermine the whole foundation of 
the Christian religion and establish “another gos- 
pel” from which to exclude Christ the Almighty 
Redeemer? Ifso, who of them will be found to 
stand before Him and contend when he shall as- 
sume his right to slay his enemies in judgment ?— 
Let the friends of anti-christ decide in their own 
minds whether they can answer the solemn test of 
that trying hour. Their position is a responsible 
one. May God open their eyes to see it—to feel 
it, and to act accordingly.

Missionaries Resuming their Work. 

The April number of the Macedonian says :— 
“The friends of Bro. Dean will rejoice to know 
that on Sunday, the 15th of November, he re-enter- 
ed his work with invigorated health and hope. On 
that day he had a Chinese assembly of about one 
hundred in the morning and forty or fifty in the af- 
ternoon. He says: “The church here, (Hongkong) 
appears well, and, perbaps, better than could be ex- 
pected, when we remember that it has been with- 
out the care and council of any missionary for 
nearly two years. One of the members is, just 
now, giving me some solicitude, but the remainder 
appear like growing Christians. Several have re- 
newed their application for baptism, and sotne who 
made the request before I left China, have since 
died unbaptized,, but, I hope, not unregenerated. I 
am now quietly settled in my old house. Dr, De- 
van is repairing the house formerly occupied by 
Mr. Roberts, and is expecting to occupy it in a few 
days. The ‘Queen’s Road Chapel’ is undergoing 
some repairs. But of these matters you will be 
kept informed by the Treasurer.”

Geneva, Feb. 24, 1847. 
The liberty of worship in France, although in- 


serted in the Constitution, is fettered by new re- 
straints every day. Catholicism, faithful to its per- 
secuting spirit, seeks in the height of its power to 
continue here the dragooning of Louis XIV. To 
behold the zeal which they put forth in order to ex- 
cite the authorities against the Protestants, one 
would think that they had sworn their ruin. 1 shall 
pass over a multitude of facts which I could cite in 
support of this position. I will merely acquaint 
you with some that relate to eur Baptist brethren, 
who have endured of late more violent and shame- 
ful persecutions than the priests are ordinacily able 
to originate. 

Last summer, the Prefect of the district of L’ 
Aisne, issued an order to the Mayors of all those 
corporations where Baptists might be feund, that a 
proces-verbal should be made out against the minis- 
ter who should come to preach to them, {t was in 
thie manner that they proceeded against Mr. Le- 
poids, who had labored for several years in that 
district, under the auspices of the Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board ; but it was not until November and 
December, that they came to open violence. The 
meetings were then broken up, and Mr. Lepoids 
ang Mr. Besin incarcerated in a most brutal and 
arbitrary manner.

The letter, which ts | 
dated Dec. 22d, 1846, is confined to an ac- | 
count of that terrible pestilence, the chole- | 
ra. He states that this destructive disease | 
began its work of death in. Hindostan, but 
that its ravages were first observed by them 
in the eastern part of Persia. It advanced 
westward until it reached Orsomiah, where 
two thousand died of the disease. In Per- 
sia thirty thousand perished by this sweep- 
ing malady. In single cities, such as Te- 
heran and Ispahan, from seven to ten thou- 
sand died. ‘The progress of the pestilence 
is very peculiar. It seems to be perfectly 
arbitrary in its course, being governed by 
no well defined laws. It makes a path for 
itself like fire in prairie grass. Its general 
course is westward, from the rising to the 
setting sun. Itthreatensto traverse Eu- 
rope as before, and overleap the Atlantic. 
Dr. Wright says that the sum of what is 
now known of the disease, is, as it were, 
that they know nothing, humiliating as it 
is to the medical profession. He has stud- 
ied it with great attention day and night 
with lithe suecess. He gives the symp- 
toms and progress of acase, which seems 
very like many cases that occurred several 
years ago, although the cases are not uni- 
form in their developement. About half of 
the casesin Oroomiah proved fatal. Clean- 
liness is found to be favorable to protection 
from the disease. Whatis quite remark- 
able, none of the families of the missiona- 
ries in the town have been visited with the 
calamity. But very few of the people with 
whom they labor have suffered from it.— 
The people did not leave the town on ac- 
count of the cold. Had it been warmer 
they would have fledin crowds. The minds 
of the people are very much influenced by 
the doctrine of fatalism, in accounting for, 
and in being reconciled to the visitation.— 
The judgment has had the effect, contrary 
to what is sometimes the case, to make the 
people more moral. —

She readily consented. Some of the wi- 
sest of her friends were soon collected,and 
in the presence of a large company this 
young convert so defended his new faith,as 
not only, in a short time, to put them to 
silence, but to convince them of the truth 
of Christianity.’ Afterwards, rather than 
go to law for his property, be relinquished 
his house to the woman, and parted from 
her according to Burman custom. He has 
since been married to the one Akyab, and, 
his wife is now a good “inquirer.”
